Geographical Condition 


li te alinouneed in the daily press that the proposal to introduce Alberta 
coal into the markets of Ontario has been dropped, the plan having been found 
impossible owing’ to geographical conditions and the long haul. The expert- 
menial freight rate of seven dollars per ton granted by the Canadian National 
Rallawys was not a profitable oné from a railway standpoint. An Eastern 
man is reported as saying: ‘There is no question about it, the death knell has 
been sounded to the possibility of bringing Alberta’coal to Ontario in com- 
petition with Pennsylvania anthracite in normal conditions and at normal 
prices.” S 

This announce ment is of great national importance and is bound to have 
a profound effect upon future consideration. of grave economic issues in thif 
country. It ts certainly. disappointing to the West, and to Alberta in particu- 
lar, where high hopes were entertained that a large market for Alberta coal 
could be built up in Bastérn Canada. 

Those, tooy who ine anxious to see Canada become more and moro a self- 
supporting cOuntry Are grévidusly disappointed. . Instead of sending tens of 
miljions' of délars annually into the United States for coal, thus adding enor- 
mously to our imports and swelling the adverse balance of trade between the 
Doninion and the Republic, it was hoped that this ‘money could be kept at 
home, paid out in wagés to Canadian miners‘and assist in the development of 
Canada’s natural resources ‘ 

But it is “ngfe to be. ‘Why? Because of geographical conditions. In 
other words, beeause of the long and expensive hauk from the West to the 
Hast, and the Hast will not pay thewrice. It is easier for Ontario to continue 
buying in the. United States; and as there fs no Canadian tariff imposed on 
Pennsylvaiia: atfthracite coal the good people of Ontarlo can buy it just as 
cheaply as the people‘of the United States. Coal is one thing in regard to 
which the Ontarlo manufacturer, and Ontario people gexerally, are ardent 
free traders. © . : : 

The fact that Ontario has been made to realize in the matter of coal that 
geographical conditions must be recognized, and that trade cannot “willy nilly” 
be forced over geographical barriers, that, in a word, geographical conditions 
have a very direct bearing in economics, will, it is to be hoped, open the eyes 
of Eastern people (to the fact that the-West has to struggle against those same 
barriers, and pay the price, on every carload of Sed si from Ontario to the 
prairies. 

Ontario is not denied the right to obtain its coal supplies from its peapeet 
and cheapest market, the United States. Nor is any customs duty imposed 
upon them in so‘doing thus forting them to.pay more than the actual market 
value of the coal. :

Gas Ficlds OF Alberta May : 
Be Utilized For Production 
Black On Large Scale’ 


Of Carbon 


But for one of the non-metallic min: , 
erals—carbon black—this paper might 
have to be printed in some other col 
or, and the automobile Tire industry 
would be Severely handicapped. Car 
bon black, a product of the incomplete, 
combustion of natural gas has not as} 
yet been manufactured in Canada, but 
the Mines Branch of the Depariment 
of Mines, through Mr, R. T. Elsworthy, 
of the Chemical Division, is this sea 
son making a field study and chemical 
investigation of natural gas in West 
ern Canada with particular regard to 
determining .the composition, char 
acter and gasoline content of these 
gases, At present natural gas con- 
taining ethane and other hydro-car- 
bons is in*great demand for the man 
facture of carbon black. 

Carbon black is a soft, light soot, 
somewhat similar to the soot produc- 
ed by a smoking kerosene lamp. -!t 
is, haweyer, a product of the burning 
of natural.gas. The flame is imping- 
ed dgainst a metal surface, which is 
kept cool by running water, and as the 
soot. accumulates it is mechanically 
remoyed.. The chief production cen- 
tres at pregent are in West Virginia 
and Louisiana, where there are tre- 
mentious supplies of natural gas. Each 
of these states has stringent conserva. 
tion legislation governing the use of 
the gas. In Louisiana, before the gas 
may be used for the manufacture of 
carbon black the gasoline content 
must be extracted, and in certain sec- 
tions but twenty per cent. of the daily 
output of the wells is permitted to be 
used for carbon black manufacture. 
All possible efforts must be made to 
‘avoid waste in the use of the natural 
gas. How impoYtant the industry is 
in Louisiana may be judged from the 
fact that one company’s plant consists 
of 130 burning houses, 114 by 12 feet. 

Canada has. many gas areas, some 
of them situated’ at points distant 
from’ possible doméstic utilization, 
and it is likely, as a result of the 
Mines Branch’s investigations, that 
some of ‘these may be found available 
for the economical production of car- 
bon black.

The uses of carbon biack are almost 
‘mnumerable. “One of the chief_uses 
is in the preparation of printing. ink, 
such as this paper is printed with. By 
admixture wiih oils of different qual 
ties and consistencies a wide range ot 
ink may be made, from that which is 
termed news-ink. to a grade suitable 
for the printing of the finest illustra 
tions. 

It is also used as a pigmeyt in the 
manufacture of paint, in which case a 
loading. material is generally added, 
usually barytes. In the making of 
black polishes carbon black very gen- 
erally enters, while for phonograph | 
records, fountain pens, carbon paper, | 
black enamel leathers, ete.,. it finds 
many uses- s 

In the preparation of the rubber 
composition of automobile tires and 
other rubber goods the greatest con- 
sumption of carbon black has develop: 
ed. It is estimated that fully 45 per 
cent, of the entire production is used 
in this industry. Owing to its fine 
ness of subdivision it is a very valu- 
ableingredient in automobile tire com- 
positions, it must, however, be Used 
fn combination with other things, 
Alone as a rubber pigment it is not

Brazeau Coal Is Easy Of Access 


Where Coal.is Mined with Steam 
Shovels and Loaded on Cars 

In the foothills of the Rocky Mouh- 
tains, southwest of Edson, Alberta, on 
the Canadian National Railways, there 
are some remarkabte deposits of semi- 
bituminous coal. “These deposits. lie 
in great hills, the seams being from 
650 to 150 feet deep and the coal is 
loaded on to the railway cars with 
steam shovels after being loosened by 
means of powder. The overburden of 
earth, four to twenty feet in depth, is 
first removed, exposing the great’ beds 


of coal fer the mining _ operations, 
Two of the mines are now able to 
ship out 60 carloads every eight 


hours, but this can easily be doubled. 
The cars are win alongside the im- 
mense walls of coal for loading. These 
deposits are inthe Brazeaa field, one 
of the Most extensive in Alberta,

the apparatus consists of a glass 
enclosure covered by a multiplicity of 
lenses which focus the sunlight in a 
myriad of beams on the substances un- 
der treatment. 

AS a consequence of the. process, 
Dr. Hazeldine state, it is now possible 
to preserve vegetables and animal 
oils indefinitely without incurring the 
danger of rancidity. Thus butter, 
treated by the Hazeldine process, pre- 
serves its sweetness for months at or- 


ij dinary room temperature, as was evid 


enged by samples displayed. 

Walnut oll, in all probability, will be 
marketed soon for the first time; as 
the result of the discovery of the pro- 
cess which prevents 6poilage.. Lard, 
olive oll,. cocoanut of! and the like 
have been successfully utilized in the 
preservation experiments. 

Fish, containing all of their natural 
oils, and wholly uncooked, were dis- 
played, together with eggs; and milk 
and all manner of fruits and vege 
tables. 

Dr. Hazeldine is particularly inter- 
ested at the present time in the re- 
sulis secured from the “revitalizing” 
of Canadian wheat, resulting in the 
production of heads approximating 
six inches in length, whereas the un- 
treated wheat-produces heads of about 
2% inches in length he sald.

Many Women Work : 
‘In India’s Mines 


Government May Prohibit Engaging 
Them for Such Employment 

The question of the advisability ot 
prohibiting the employment ef women 
in mines has again been taken up by 
the Government of India. « At present 
about one-third of the mine workers in 
Indja are women, Since 1842 wo- 
men have been excluded from mines 
in England; in 1901 an attempt was 
made to prohibit them from Indian 
mines. This effort failed on account 
of violent opposition on the part of 
enmiployers. EXxpressien was given to 
the fear that if steps were taken to 
prevent women relatives of men 
workers from going below, the. latter

mines. 
The Department of Indusiries and 


Labor of the Central Government has 
sent a letter to each of the provinelal 
governments, asking for advice with 
regard to possible legislation against 
the employment of women in mines.

- Indian mining 
is no longer in Its infancy; the.mines 
are deeper, and the risk of danger 4s 
accentuated.

Found In Australia 


Would Take a Lifetime to Study Great 
Variety / 

The fauna of Western Australia is 
so diversified that a lifetime of study 
can give but an imperfect idea of it, 
declares Sydney, 1. Wright, in Cham- 
ber’s, Journal. The kangaroo, so 
widely known, hops about amid the 
trees and palms, picturesque in ap- 
pearance and [ts fiésh famed as the 
venison of Australia. The emu, six 
to seven feet tall, is a bird that never 
flies, though it may run with the speed 
of the fastest horse. There are two 
species of crocodiles in the extreme 
north, seals abound in the south, and 
turtles are fairly abundant on the 
northwest coast. Many mafsuplals, 
smaller than the kangaroo, infest the 
thickets. The native cat, a handsome 
little marsupial, half as large as the 
ordinary tabby, is spotted, very fierce 
when captured, and a great nuisance 
on account of robbing hens’ nests and 
destroying chickens. The banded ant- 
eater is a equirrel-like marsupial, re- 
markable for having 62 or 66 teeth. 
The pest of the country is the dingo, 
or native dog, which is. cunning, shy 
and savage, and a dreaded destyoyer 
of sheep. The night howling of packs 
of dingoés is oné of the strangest and 
most hideous sounds ‘of the bush. In 
the extreme north the variety of birds 
is great and 4ncludes pheasants, 
pigeons, parrots, cockatoos, doves, 
geese, ducks, quail, and a host ot 
others*-all songless, The native 
companion, the dancing bird of Aus- 
tralia, curiously collects in groups to 
go through a ridiculous quadrillelike 
performance. The ground is alive 
with crawling things, the tropical 
snakes—not dangerous—being some- 
times 14 feet long.

Wealth In King Tat's Tomb : 


Discovery is Said to Be Worth a 
Thousdnd Million Pounds 

The discovery of King Tutankh- 
amen's tomb is worth a thousand mil- 
lion pounds to the Government of 
Egypt on account of the finds made 
there, sald Rev. 8. B. Rohold, of Haffa, 
Palestine, in the course of an inter. 
view at Ottawa. 


Rev. M. Ronold “said that if the 
Egyptian Government derided ‘to sei! 
he would himself undertake to raise 
the money to purchase at that price. 
Rev. Mr. Rehold, who is a converted 
Jew, was invited to Canada some 
years ago by the Presbyterian 
Chufch of Canada to . organize and 


take charge of the Presbyterian mis- 
sions to the Jews, and for 16 years 
was in that work. 

He built the Christian synagogue fn 
Toronto and also organized the work 
{n Montreal and Winnipeg. For the 
last four years he has Mved in Pales- 
tine, laboring under the British So- 
cléty for the Propagation of the Gos- 
pel among the Jews. 

Asked as to the much discussed 
Balfour “declaration as to Palestine 
being made the national home of the 
Jews, Mr, Rehold said there was no 
alternative. He declared the Jews 
were doing .wonderful work in Pal- 
estine, eyen providing free education 
to Arab children, much to the disgust 
of the effendis, or chiefs, who seem to 
see in the progress of education the 
destruction of cheap labor. 


Poultry Now Shipped 
In New Type Cars 


Live Birds Arrive at Destination In 
Fine Condition 


As a result of the development .of 
shipments of live poultry by the car- 
load to the east from _ the prairie 
provinces, the railways lave sup- 
plied: a new type of car for the pur 
pose. It is stated that- 5,000 live fat 
hens or other birds can. be shipped 
safely in one of these cars, although 
they are. not usually filled to final 
capacity. : 

Several cars of live poultry have 
been shipped from Manitoba and more 
from the two western. provinces, Nor 
thern Alberta supplying large quanti- 
tles of birds for this purpose, In 
addition a few cars have been ship- 
ped to the Pacific coast, and have been 
recelyed in fine condition. In a car 
shipped from Edmonton to Vancouver, 
there was not a single casualty, all 
the birds arriving in fine condition. 
There were 3,600 fowls in this special 
car.

Isostasy a New Force 


Was Cause of Earthquake in Japan 
Says Geologist : 

A flew earth force—isostasy—caused 
the Japanese catastrophe, according to 
Dr. Chester A. Reeds, Acting Direc- 
tor of the Geological Department of 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, and one of America’s foremost 
authorities on-earthquakes and their 
causes, 

“It is a comparatively recent discov- 
ery, and one yet fully understood 
By geologists,” he sald. 

“When ‘they have completed théir 
examinations of that force, or prin- 

ple, the term designating it probably 
will become as familiar to school chil- 
dren as gravity. 

“If gravity is truly the greatest 
of earth forces, isostasy is its smaller, 
but tremendously powerful brother. 
And, as is the way with.smaller broth- 
ers, isostasy calls on and _ receives 
help from gravity whenever it needs 
it.” 

Japan’s earthquake troubles have 
been due to isostasy, Dr. Reeds de- 
+clared. At the rate isostasy is work- 

ing, that country may not find relief 

from -arthquakes for thousands of 
years, he believes.
